Adv o cates o f greater athletic activ ities 
in high scho o ls will be dismayed by the 
results o f a surv ey lesulting in the startl­ 
ing disclo sure that o f 900 high scho o l 
pupils with a tubercular taint 810 were 
members o f o ne o r mo re athletic teams. 
This surv ey, o f co urse, was limited to a 
small area, so it may sho w a lo cal rather 
than a general co nditio n. 
Autho rities o n tuberculo sis urge against 
v io lent exercise o n the part o f the af­ 
flicted and yet o f the infected scho o l ath­ 
letes a large percentage will thro w o ff 
the disease befo re any serio us damage is 
do ne. 
So it may well be 
that 
scho o l 
spo rts cure rather than cause the disease. 
Rather than 
blame 
the 
surprising 
amo unt o f tuberculo sis amo ng yo uth upo n 
its athletic 
activ ities, 
medical 
science 
sho uld seek the cause in malnutritio n, un­ 
derno urishment and late ho urs necessitat­ 
ed by ho me study. 
High scho o l yo uth 
liv es at to o fast and furio us a clip fo r 
gro wing bo dies and minds. 
It is surpris­ 
ing that there are so few breakdo wns. 
While the theo ry that spo rts are break­ 
ing do wn undev elo ped bo dies will be dis- 
co unted, this surv ey is a warning and a 
lesso n. 
The questio n arises: 
Are phys- 
ical examinatio ns fo r scho o l athletes pro p­ 
erly and carefully made? 
It ill beho o v es the stewards o f public 
funds to giv e co stly physical training to 
bo ys and girls who need rest mo re than 
anything else.
